The 
three (3) short ends were soldered together, and to the lesd going to the finsel

h, The finel smplifier plete choke was replaced with an Ohmite Z-50 (7 uh) r.f. choke, 
and a 3.4 Mc. crystal pleced in the crystel socket. 


To tune up the rig for 6 meter operation, the oscilletor plate circuit is tained to 
the third harmonic of the crystal. Gheck this with a grid-dip meter, or sbsorption-type 
(wave meter. Adjust the drive cxpacitor. for meximum grid current to the @ineal, about 3 ma. 
in this instance. Tune the final smplifier to 50 mc. in the menner Cescribed in the 
instruction book.

MOUNTINGS 


There are various tvpes of mountings of the split ball variety. 
As long as it is s split ball it allows two directions of rotation. 
This will provide a latitude of adjustment for any angle of mount- 
ing, from 9 vertical antenna and a horizontal base plate or zero 
degrees to a vertical antenna and a vertical base plate or ninety 
degrees which is neximum. At this point let use examine the varioua 
ball assemblies. There are two types of snlit belli. One design 
dévides the ball in a vertical plane with respect to the nounting 
and connecting stud in the one half and the tanped hole for the 
antenna in the other half. Let us look at it again in this way. 
The face of the split ball is always in a9 parallel plane with the 
antenna whip. This design demands that the mounting ends must be 
made lerger to rrovide the necessary strength or they can be made 
of harder materials end therefore reduce the amount of additional 
mass needed to sain the seme relisbility. The second design splits 
the ball at 45 degrees from the mounting points. This methoe 
keers the strength of the ball that was originally cest into it.

It allows the seme degree of flexibility in mounting, no 
more, but gives a huskier anpesrence. Although I have no dsta 
in 1% possession to vrove thet this last tvpe is stronger, it. 
ie my belief that. thev ere end will take nore beating. 


Finishes of the balls varv in thet some are slightly rough 
and painted black or silver, and others sre amonth on the surfece 
and peinted black or silver or even cbronium plated. The choice 
here ig more a matter of nersonal taste end vour willinenesgs to 
pert with the necessary cash for the refinement in apoeérance.
